‘(b) “combine harvester” means a machine designed to perform more than one 
of the following tasks,- 

(i) picking, harvesting, threshing, separating, cleaning, chopping, collecting and 
unloading crop or agricultural produce, such as grain, sugarcane, cotton, fodder , 
straw or stalk), while moving through the standing crop or agricultural produce; 

(ii) arrangement of bagging with a pick-up attachment to use it for handling crop 
that has been swathed; 

(iii) self-propelled or agricultural tractor powered type either coupled to the 
trailer for header assembly or any other attachment of the machine. 

Explanation: A combine harvester shall be a non-transport vehicle, the driving 
on the road of which is incidental to the rnain intended use in the fields and for 
travelling from one field to another, for short durations, at a speed not exceeding 
50 Km/h.
